Courage and I)tv<»- 
tiou. 

Mrs. Sarah R. Johnston, of Salisbury, N. 
C, furnished some interesting records ol 
the prison at that place, which we publisbi»d 
The New York Post gives a 
of this loyal woman's 

work : 

At the breaking out of the war Mrs. 
Johnston was teaching u school ut Salis- 
heret-he was born, and always re- 
When the lirst prisoners were 
brought into that place, the Southern 
women turned out in their carriages, and, 
with a band, escorted them through the 
town, and when they filed past saluted 
them with contemptuous epithets. From 
that time Mrs. Johnston determined to de- 
vote herself to the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the prisoners; and the testimony 
of thousands of the I'nion soldiers con*- 
fined there prove how uobly she performed 
the duties she undertook. It was no easy 
task, f >r she was entirely ah>ne, being the 
only woman who openly advocated ITnion 
nenlinients, and attempted to administer to 
the wants of the prisoners. For liMeen 
months none of the women of .Salisbury 
t-i'oke to ber or called upon her, and every 
tKJSsible indignity was neaped on ber as it 
*' Yankee sympathiser."' Iier scholars were 
withdrawn trout ber school, and it was 
broken up, nud her means were very limit- 
ed ; nevertheless, she ac -omplished more 
by systematic arrangements than many 
would have doue " lib a large outlay of 
money. . 

When the first exchange of prison i s w.ts 
made, ;*he went to the depot to arrang.- 
some pallets lor some of the sick who were 
leaviug, when she stumbled in the crowd, 
and looking down she found a young feder- 
al soldier who had tainted and fallen, ami 
was in danger of being trodden to death. 
She raised him up and called lor water, but 
uoneof the people would get a drop to save 
t» "Yankee's" life. Some of the soldiers 
who were in the cars threw their canteens 
to her, and she succeeded in reviving him, 
during this time the crowd heaped upon 
ber every insulting epithet they could 
think of, and her life even was in danger. 
But she braved all, and succeeded in ob- 
taining permission from Colonel Godwin, 
then in command of the post, who was a 
kind-hearted man, to let her remove him 
to her own house, promising to take care of 
him as if be were her own son, and if he 
died to give him Christian burial. He was 
in the last stages of consumption, and she 
felt sure he would die if taken to the prison 
hospital. None of the citi/^as of the place 
would even assist in carrying him, and 
after a time two geutlemeu from Richmond 
stepped I '.-wanl arrri helpe J <■ mvej him to 
ber kWOMk There sh:' watched over him 
tor hours, as he was iu a terrible state from 
uegl. at, Living had blisters applied to his 
BE**s1 which had never been dressed and 
were lull of vermin. 

Tne j»oor boy, whose name was Hugh 
Berry, from Ohio, only lived a few days, 
and she bsd a grave dug tor him in her gar- 
den iu the night, for burial had been refus- 
ed iu the public graveyard, and she was 
threatened that if she had him interred de- 

• ently his body would be dug up and buri- 
ed in the street. They even att nipted to 

is body from ;he lwu-e i«jr that pur- 
pose, but she stood at hi r door, pistol in 
imr.d, and said to them, the lirst man who 
dared to er^*s her threshold for such a pur- 
pose should be shot like a dog. They did 
not attempt it, and she performed her 
promise to the leln r.

biai w by lm did no- pin her to the earth, as 
he had threatened to do, but got no reply. 
Then some of the rebels said, "Serg< ant, 
you cau't make anything on (h&l woman, 
you bad be-tter let her alone,*' and she per- 
toimed her work unmolested. She came 
Nor.b last summer to si*il ber daughter, 
who had been placed at a school in Connec- 
ticut by the kindness of someof theolfioeis

Though Mrs. Johnston does not ask for 
any\ia-uat»nce, yet ber means are so limited 
that ahe may actually suffer this winter.

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The Mormons in Conference. 

A great conference of thd Mormon - vas 
held at Salt Lake City from the (i ih Ui the 
LOth ot October, inclusive, nut no bow reve- 
lation was announced, and the prin LpaJ 
thing done, except self-glorification, was to 
deliver one Walter M.Gibson over to the 
buffetings of Satan. President Brigham 
Young dismissed the conference with 
rather lofty benediction. 

"According to the authority that is vested 
in me, I bless you with all the blessings 
that are vested in me and in the holy priest- 
bod, in the name ot the Lord Jesus Christ, 
as Apostles and Prophets. I blew you 
High Priests, as Seventies, as Elders, ss 
Bishops, Priests, Teachers, and Deacons. 
I bless you, my brethren and sisters, as pa- 
rents, as children, as neighbors, as commu- 
nities, and as the servants and handmaid- 
ens of the Lord. I bless the musicitus ; I 
bless those who have made melody in our 
hearts by their voices, and by their instru 
nients of music; and I bless you with all 
that appertains to you, your houses, your 
fields, your flocks, aud your herds. And 
may the blessings of Heaven rest down 
upon you und be around your homes and 
upon these mountains and valleys. I bless 
you, and the land you occupy, aud the land 
round about you, with all the blessings of 
heaven and earth, in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen." 



The Hon. John M. Botts is to be one of 
the United States Senators from Virginia. 
The Norfolk Post says: There can be little 
doubt of Mr. lloUs' election to the United 
States Senate, though Gen. Millson, of Nor- 
folk, has been suggested also. Millson Is a 
man of great intellect and high character. 
Like Mr. Botts, he has been a Unionist 
throughout the late struggle. 

The New Orleans Picayune says that 
even before emancipation the free colored 
people of Louisiana were allowed the same 
rights in court as the white man. In all 
civil matters he could sue and be sued, give 
testimony for or against a white man, make 
contracts, exercise his trade or profession, 
make wills or receive legacies. Under this 
law some eight or ten thousand colored peo- 
ple have lived in that city ever since it was 
established, and have had full protection of 
i all their rights, have been prosperous, happy 
and rrspwted, many of tfem having grown 
rich, aud have proved valuable aud p 
ductive members of society 

President Johnson has sent the following 
to Oovoruor Murphy, of Arkansas: "There 
will bo no interference with your present 
organization of State government. I have 
learned from B. W. Grant, Esq., and other 
sources, that all is working well, and you 
will prtced and resume former relations 
with the Federal Government, and all the 
aid and power of the Government will be 
given in restoring the Stall? to its former re- 
lations.'' General Grant says: "Those three 
important questions have been settled in 
Arkansas: First, the insertion of the clause 
iu the State Constitution forever prohibit- 
ing slavery. Second, the repudiation of the 
conf. derate debt. Third, this prompt ratifl- 
caiior, by tiie Legislature, of the constitu- 
tional amendment abolishing slavery. The 
State government has been iu operation 
since March, 1864." 

At a recent meeting of the negroes in 
Kdgecomb county, North Carolina, (where 
I hey are nearly equal in numbers to the 
whites, the following resolutions were 
adopted : 

Resolved, That reptesentation and taxa- 
tion should go* hand in hand; and it is dia- 
metrically opposed to republican insiitu 
lions to tax us for the support and expense 
of the government, and at the same time 
deny us the right of representation. 

Resolved, That we desire to learn how to 
honorably aud usefully till our new posi- 
tion, and to discharge our duties as free- 
men; to which end, we ask the aid and pro- 
lection of all law-loving men; and we sin- 
cerely implore the blessings, the guidance, 
and protection of the Supreme Being in all 
our proceedings, entreating Him to wholly 
and wisely govern and direct all our ac- 
tious. 

The Richmond Enquirer gravely pub- 
lisl.es the following: 

"It is reported on good authority in 
Washington that President Johnson will 
appoint his Cabinet early in December, and 
that Rt-verdy Johnson will be Secretary of 
State; lieu. Mct'lelian, Secretary of War; 
Oen. Dix, Secretary of the Navy; and a 
distinguished Southern gentleman Attor- 
ney General. It is said, on the same au 
thority, that the President will not submit 
to the exclusion from Congress of the South- 
ern members, as proposed by the radicals. 
Hli message will distinctly announce those 
States as being in the Union, and entitled 
to full representation. The President will 
not recogni/. ■ the right of the members from 
the Northern States to exclude the members 
from the Southern States. This determina- 
tion of the Prisident having become known 
causes BOOM wavering on the part of the 
radicals.

forming Intelligent opinions. 

Besides all this, those who had been in- 
trusted with political management iu this 
State under other circumstances, had done 
much to prepare the people for a change by 
their own in inference, if not unfriendli- 
ness to the Union cause during its most try- 
ing hours. Stung by chagrin at the 
false position in which they had placed the 
state, the people still displayed extraordl- 
uary forbearance, and not till they had pa- 
tiently listened to all that could be eaid in 
their defense, did they venture to condemn 
them.

PLAYING 

Kentucky claims to be a memb er of the 
Union in full connection and in good B'and- 
ing. By doclging this thiDg and skulking 
that other, pLaying last and loose with both 
loyalty and rebellion, she wormed hi>r way 
through the war and came out nom inally 
on the aide of the Government, but virtually 
astride the fence and with her face tu rned 
rebellionward. In answer to the appeals 
to take her stand promptly and squai«ly 
on the side of loyality and freedom, nbo 
talked regretfully of the "Crittenden ro ©- 
lutions." She declares that having never 
seceded she is happily exempt from that de- 
testable penalty of secession, the securing 
to her inhabitants, without distinction of 
color, personal liberty with all It- rights 
and immunities. She tried to play the role 
of mediator at the outset, obstinately per- 
sisting in getting into the gulf that divided 
the rebelling trom the loyal States. In that 
gulf she still lies, the most unfortunate of 
the States that tavored rebellion, and the 
least fortunate of those that favored the 
cause of the Union. 

Double dealers never succeed, or if there 
is an appearance of success, it is so tempor- 
ary and is compromised to such an extent 
that it becomes unluckier and more humil 
iating than failure. Yet there are people so 
incurably akimbo that nothing this side of 
death avails to set them right in the world. 
To this class of unfortunate creatures we 
have come to believ > the "Conservatives" 
of this State belong. It is evident that their 
stultifying manner of talking and acting 
has not yet brought embarrassment and 
disgrace enough upon themselves and the 
State to give them any more wisdom than 
they had five years ago. Indeed, it may be 
safely set down to their account that that is 
not the way in which wisdom can be im- 
parted to them. They would have had 
some show of finding and possessing them- 
selves of that jewel if they had openly and 
aboveboard followed their sympathies by 
going into the rebel service, and so had a 
chance of having it pounded into them by 

loyal arms. 

We have been led to make these remarks 
by two interesting documents before us, 
one the letter of Mr. W. A. Dudley on "the 
Slavery Question in Kentucky;" the other 
an account of a meeting of the citizens of 
Christian county in this State, with the draft 
of a constitution, for effecting an organiza- 
tion in that county for the purpose of regu- 
lating the labor of the negroes. 

Mr. Dudley sets out by declaring that 
slavery is practically dead in Kentucky, 
and wishes to contribute what ke can to- 
wards devising and perfecting the wisest 
and justest adjustment possible of the rela- 
tions of the freedmen and the whites. "The 
slaves of the State," he says, "are already 
practically free without any action of the 
legislature" and without any action of a 
State convention. He proceeds to elaborate 
a plan for controlling and making profita- 
ble the labor of the negroes thus freed, 
trusting this plan, or some similar one, will 
receive the sanction of the Legislature and 
thus become the law of the State. We 
think it cannot have escaped the notice of 
the watchful man that the starting point 
and principle underlying the whole pro- 
posed plan is such that, if adopted, it 
would virtually work a wholesale rendi 
Hon back to slavery of all those just de- 
clared to be practically free. He says 

I would declare "that every negro iu the 
St ite capable of manual labor, and not be- 
ing the ch.kl of free parents nor already 
i aaa iu-')"i(t<( aasaWKaj to the lawn of the 
, should be required to hire his labor 
to some responsible white pereor ' 
wifld, of twelve months, beginning 
The italics are our own. 
A part of one of the resolutions which 
were adopted unanimously by the Chris- 
tian county meeting is as follows. 

Resolved, 2. That the fundamental prin- 
ciple that shall govern the action of said 
association shall be that no negro now or 
formerly held as a slave by a me^ ber of 
the association who has not parted with the 
title, shall be employed by a member there- 
of, without the written consent of said for- 
mer owner. 

The first point that stikes us in both these 
declarations is the utter ignoring of the 
President'- proclamation, declaring the 
slaves of rebels free, and also the families 
of colored soldiers in the Federal service. 
It is not possible that Mr. Dudley or the 
Christian county men can be such dullards 
as to suppose that they or the "sovereign 
Commonwealth" herself will have the un- 
bounded satisfaction of setting that procla- 
mation aside. And yet what does their 
language mean, if it does not mean that 
they expect to make it of no effect? 

To all intents and purposes, both plans 
propose to continue the relation of master 
and slave. And if allowed to run on un- 
der the proclivities of old slaveholders and 
pro-slavery men, would soon develop into 
the identical system which has robbed the 
cotintry of so much blood and treasure. 
And what is quite as strange, Mr. Dudley 
proposes to return immediately to the use 
of the cat-o'-nine-taiU. Here are some of 
his proposed punitive ordinances: 

A negro leaving his employer's service 
during the time for which he hired himself 
should forfeit all wages due him, and be 
compelled to labor for his employer during 
the remainder of the year, at half the 
agreed rate of wages. In the event of his 
conliuued refusal to labor, he should be 
subject, on conviction before a magistrate, 
to thirty-nine lashes for each offense. 

Any negro who for thirty days after the 
1st of Jannary in any year should be found 
without a regular employer, should be held 
to be a vagrant, and on conviction be fined 
to the amount of one month's ordinary 
wages, in default of payment of which he 
should be put to labor on the county roads 
at the rale of one dollar per day until the 
hue be paid. Failure or refusal to work on 
the county roads when so convicted, 
should be punished with thirty-nine lashes 
and ball and chain. If after payment of 
his line the negro shall still remain unem- 
ployed for thirty days, he may again be 
pun. shed With a double penally, to be en- 
lorced iu the same manner. 



Sherman and His Campaigns: a Military 
Bionranhv. By Col. 8. M. Bowman and 
r tEWEx. R, B. Irwin. New York : 
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It will be some centuries before the world 
will grow tired of reading of Sherman and 
his campaigns. Prior to Sherman's full 
development as a military chieftan, Jaqj|- 
ton's campaign in Louisiana was justly re- 
garded as the miraculous campaign in 
American history. But even that, great as 
it was, and great as it will ever be in the 
world's estimation, must yield to Sherman's 
remarkable deeds. We once heard General 
Grant say, after he had thoroughly tested 
Sherman, that he had no superior in the 
military council, on the march, or in the 
field of battle. This judgment will not be 
modified in any great degree, if at all, by a 
most intimate knowledge of the great lead- 
er. If Grant was the Agamemnon of the 
na'ional forces, no one will question Sher- 
mar's title to be considered the Ajax Tela- 
mon. 

The biography before us is a worthy 
tribute to. the geinus and merits of Sher- 
man. The abundant materials in the hands 
of the authors have been handled with con- 
summate skill and judgment in the pro- 
duction of a biography worthy of the great 
theme. The authors are warm friends of 
General Sherman, as they must need be, 
knowing him as they do, but the friends' 
life is never faulty in the biography. No 
more than simple justice is rendered to 
him. There are numerous details of Sher- 
man's Kentucky administration, which are 
not even referred to in this biography, 
which we regard as the only blemish in the 
work. The people of Kentucky were the 
first to appreciate tbe matchless merits of 
Sherman as a military man, and they fol- 
lowed him in all his campaigns with an 
unfaltering faith in his pre-eminent abili- 
ties. There must have been something to 
create and maintain this popular judgment, 
and we think that these biographers could 
materially add to the value of a future edi- 
tion by ascertaining that there is a Ken- 
tucky city called Louisville, which is 
omewhat connected with the career of 
General Sherman. In all respects, Colonel 
owman and Lieut. Col. Irwin are well up 
the mark. 

The biography of General Sherman con- 
sists of five hundred and twelve pages of 
capital reading matter. The work is adorn- 
ed with portraits, finely engraved, of Major 
Generals Sherman, Howard, Slocum, Lo- 
gan, F. P. Blair, Schorield, J. C. Davis, and 
J. Kilpatrick. To these are added maps of 
the campaign and siege of Atlanta, from At- 
lanta to the sea, from Savannah to (Jolds- 
<ro, and operations around Jlesaca. 
We are thaukful to the authors for their 
tribute of justice to Gen. Burbridge in the 
assault on Arkansas Post. The war ex- 
hibited no finer or more desperate fighting 
than that in which Burbridge was the im- 
portant leader in the capture of Arkansas 
Fost. 

Geo. W. Noble, who was one of the first 
purveyors of cheap literature to the people 
of Louisville, has the agency of this capital 
work, and has commenced the canvass of 
the city for subscribers. We wish him an 
abundant success. All who love Sherman 
should posse* this testimonial to the object 
of their admiration.

The wound is a severe, though not a dan- 
gerous one. Officers Ryan and Sinkhorn 
arrested Phillips andlodg ed him in jail.

Nkw York, Nov. IU.— The Rritish Gov- 
ernment Iihs ordered all restrictions on 
American vessels of war to be removed. 

The Paris correspondent of the Morning 
Poal says: The intended withdrawal of 
Vtmam amm Mexico has lately assumed a 
more decided character. Maximilian 
would receive more aid from Austria and 
Belgium. 

It is proi>oRed to permit French officers 
and men to take the oath of allegiance to 
Maximilian if inclined to do so. Maximil- 
ian should liud himself surrounded entire- 
ly by his own army. The correspondent 
says it can scarcely be supposed the U. S. 
Government would wish to overthrow 
Maximilian's Government and allow Mex- 
ico to return to the republic in confusion 
and anarchy. Iu the course of time the 
public feeling in America will acknowl- 
edge the Liberal sovereigu, now endeavor- 
ing to raise Mexico to civilization.

Paris, October 2t», 1S65.— Dear Sir: In 
conformity with the instructions of the 
Secretary of State, which you eomnmni

Washington, Nov. 13.— The Department 
of State received a letter from Minister 
Pike, dated tbe Hague, Oct. 1.1th, in which 
he says there is little of public interest go 
ing on in Europe at this moment, excepting 
what refers to the cholera and cattle plague. 
A lively concern prevailed in regard to the 
former until a marked change of the weath- 
er took place a few days ago: Exceptional 
conditions ot atmosphere which has pre- 
vailed steadily since spring, has led to con- 
stant apprehensions of some unusual con- 
dition of public health. 

The gales and storms which have occur- 
red within the last week have now done 
much to dissipate the rumors of this appre- 
hension.

The Government 
has been especially active in obtaining 
facts in regard to the spread of this mur- 
rain in Holland, the nature of the attacks, 
and the medical treatment in various cases.
